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ACQUISITION AND CROSS-SERVICING AGREEMENT 
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BETWEEN 
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THE JORDAN ARMED FORCES 



PREAMBLE 

The Department of Defense of the United States of AmOTca and the Jordan Aimed Forces, 
her^nafter referred to as the Parties, desaing to fiirther the interopoabiBty; readiness, and 
effectiveness of their respective military forc^ throng tnareased logistic cooperation, have 
resolv«i to conclude ibis Acquisition and Cio^-Sca:vicing Agreement (the Agreement), This 
Agreanent supercedes fixe Mutual Siqrport Agreement, conduded Octolw 30, 1988, Amendment 
One conchided February 29, 2000, and the Implementing AiranganOTt concluded February 29, 
2000, 

ARTICLE L PURPOSE 

This Agreement is entered into for the puq)ose of establishing basic terms, conditions, and 
procedures to facilitate the reciprocal provision of logistic «ipport, siq[>plies, and services as that 
term is defined in Article HI of this Agreement 

ARTICLED, APPLICABILITY 

1 . This Agreement is designed to fecilitate redpiocal logistic sijpport between the Parties to 
be used primarily during combined ex<»cises, training, deployments, operations, or other 
cooperative efforts, and for nnforese^ circumstances or exigencies in which one of the Parties 
may have a need for lo^stic si^ort, supplies, and services. 

2. This Agreement ^plies to the provision of logistic seaport, suppKes, and services from 
the military forces of one Party to the nalitaiy forces of the other Party in reton for either cash 
payment or the reciprocal provision of logistic support, supplies, and services to the military 
forces of the Supplying Party, 

3. All activities of the Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing Arrangements 
shall be carried out in accordance with tihetr respective natkinal laws and regulations. All 
obligations of the Parties under tibis Agreement and any Implemoiiting Arrangements shall be 
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subject to the availfidjility of ftmds for such purposes, Unless otherwise agreed in advance, a Party 
shall not place an Order and receive support under this Agreemrat and any Implementing 
Arrangement unless it has funds (or agreed-upon in-kind support) available to pay for sudi 
support. If a Party discovers that it does not have the funds to perform its obligations, it shall 
promptly notify the other Party who shall have Ihe rigjit to discontinue its provision of any 
si^ort that was to be ptf d with such ftmds. This shall not affect the obligation of a Party to pay 
for support ahready received. 

4, The following iteatns are not efigible for transf^ uader tiiis Agreement and are specifically 
excluded ftom its covrnge; 

a. weapon systems; 

k major end itoris of equipment (except for flie lease or loan of general purpose vehicles 
and other non-lethal items of militaxy equipment where such lease or loan is permitted under the 
national laws and regulations of the Parlies); and 

c, initial quantities of replacement and spare parts associated widi the initial ord^ of 
major items of organizational equipmrat; however, individual replacement and spare parts 
needed for immediate repair and maintenance services may be transferred. 

5. Also excluded firom transfer by eitha: Party under this Agreement are any items the 
transfer of which are prohibited by its national laws or regulations. In accordance with U.S. law 
and regulation, the United States currently may not transfe the following itracns tmder tins 
Agreement: 

a. guided missiles; 

b. naval mines and torpedoes; 

c. nuclear ammunition (including such it^s sudi as waiheaJs* waiiiead sections, 
projectiles, demolition murations, and training ammunition; 

d. cartridge and propdlant-actuated devices; 

e. chaff and chaff dispensers; 

f guidance kits for bombs or other ammunition; 

& chemical munitions or ammunition (other than riot-control agents); 

h. source, byproduct, or special nuclear materials, or any other material, article, data, or 
thing of value the transfer of which is subject to the Atomic Energy Act of 1 954 (Tide 42, United 
States Code, Section 201 1 , et. seq. ); 

i. items of military eqdpmeot desi^ated as Significant Military Equipment on the 
United States Munitions list (Part 121 of Titie 22 of tiie US. Code of Federal Regulations) not 
included in the definition of logistic support, supplies and services* 
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ARTICLE IIL DEFINITIONS 



1 . As used ia this Agreement and in any Implementing Airrangernents that provide specific 
procedures* the following definitions apply: 

a. Equal value exchange . Payment for a transfer conducted under this Agreement in 
which it is agreed that the Reiving Party shall rq>lace logistic support, supplies, and services 
fliat it receives with logistic support, supplies, and services of an equal monetary value. 

b. Implementing Arrangement A written si^pplementary arrangement for logistic 
support, supplies, and services Aat specifies details, terms, and conditions to implement cross- 
servicing agreem^its.efifectively- 

c. Invoice. A document fiom the Supplying Party that requests reimbursement or 
payment for specific logistic siq)port» sttpplies, and services tmdac&i pursuant to this Agremirat 
and any applicable Implementing Arrang^ents. 

d Logistic support supplies, and services . Food, water, billeting, transportation 
(including airlift), petroleum, oils, lubricants, clothing, communication services, medical 
services, ammimition, base operations support (and construction incident to base operations 
support), storage services, use of fedlities, traitung services, spare parts and components^ repair 
and maintenance services, calibration services, and port services. This term also includes flie 
temporary xise of general purpose vehicles and other non-lethal it^s of military equipment, 
where such lease or loan is permitted under the national laws and regulations of the Parties. 

Order . A written request, In an agreed upon format and signed by an authorized 
individual, for the provision of specific logistic support, supplies, and services pursuant to this 
Agreement and any applicable Implementing Arrangemmt 

£ Receiving Partv> The Party ord^ng and recdving si^)port 

& Replacement -in-kind Payment for a transfer conducted under this Agreement in 
which it is agreed that the Receiving Party shall replace logistic support, supplies, and services 
that it receives with logistic support supplies, and services of an identical, or substantially 
identical, nature under agreed conditions. 

Supplying Parry> The Party providing support. 

i. Transfer . Selling (whether for payment in cwn^cy,replacemOTt-m^ 
of siqjpHes or services of equal value), leasing, loaning, or othmrise temporarily providing 
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logistic support, supplies, and services under the terms of this Agreeniem. 

ARTICLE IV- TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

L Each Party shall make its best efforts, consistent with national priorities, to satisfy 
requests from the othear Party under this Agreement for lo^stic support, supplies, and smices. 
However, when an hnplementing Arrangement contains a stricter standard for satisfying such 
requests, the standard in the Implementing Arrangement shall apply. 

2. Ordo^ may be placed or accepted only by the points of contact (POCs), or designees, ^ 
identified by the Parties in Annexes B throu^ I of this Agreement Whm military forces of die ' 
Joitian Armed Forces require logistic support, supplies, or services outside the U.S. Central 
Cotmnand (USCENTCOM) Area of Ri^ponsibility (AORX they may place orders directly with 
the cognizant POC or. may seek the assistance of USCENTCOM, or a USCENTCOM 
Component Command, to place an order with a non-USCENTCOMPOC 

3. An Implementing Arrangement under this Agfeamost may be n^otiated on behalf of the 
U,S. Department of Defense by Headquartm, USCENTCOM, the Headquarters of other United 
States combatant conamands, or their designees, hnplementing Arrangemoits may be negotiated 
on behalf of the Jordan Anned Fcares by the Directorate of Planning and Organization, GHQ- 
JAF. ImplemOTting Arrangements shall identify P0& and thdrspedfica^ 

limitations* 

4. Prior to submitting a written Order, the ordering Party shoxild initially contact the 
Supplying Party' s POC by telephone, fax, or e-mail to ascertain availability, price, and desir©! 
meth(Kl of repayment for required materiel or services. Orders shall include all the data elements 
in Annex A, as well as any other terms and details necessary to carry out tfie transfer, 
histructions and a standard order form are attached at Annex A. The number of this Agreement, 
US-JO-01, should be annotated on all Orders and related correspondence. 

5- Both Parties shall maintain records of all transsu^ttons. 

6, The Receiving Party is responsible for: 

a. Arranging pickup and transportation of supplies acquired under this Agreement The 
Receiving Party may request the Supplying Party's assistance with loading supplies acquired 
under this Agreement onto the transportation conveyance on a reimbursable basis. 

b. Obtaining any applicable customs clearance and arranging other official actions 
required by national customs regulations. This does not preclude the Siq)plying Party from 
assisting with obtaining the said clearance. 
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7. The individual designated by ttie Receiving Party to receive the logistic support, supplies, 
and services on behalf of the Receiving Party shall sign the standard order form (Annex A) in the 
appropriate block as evident of receipt If the standard order fonn is not available at the 
Supplying Party's point of issue^ the individual receiving the support, supplies, and services shall 
sign the receipt document provided by the Supplying Party as a substitute. The number of this 
Agreement, US-JOOl, shall be cnt^ed on the receipt document 

8. The Supplying Party shall be responsible for: 

a. noti^ng the Receiving Party when and wh«re logistic support^ supplies, and 
services are available to be picked up; and 

b. forwarding the signed receipt docum^t to fee POC auflK>rized to accept 
Orders imder this Agiieemesit The signed receipt doctHneot shall be attadhed to the original 
Order Form. 

9. Logistic support, supplies, and services received through this Agreement shall not be 
retransferred, dthar temporarily or permanently, to any entity oibsx than the Receiving Party 
wifliout the prior written consent of the Supplying Party. 



ARTICLE V. REIMBURSEMENT 

1 . For transfers of logistic support, supplies, and services undar this Agrement* the Parties 
shall agree for payment either by cash ("reimbursable transaction*'), or by replacement-in-kind or 
an equal-value exchange (both of which are csKchai^e transactions). Ihe Receiving Party shall 
pay the Supplying Party as provided in eifeer paragraph 1 a. or paragraph lb. of this Article, 

a. Reimbursable Transaction ^ The Supplying Party shall submit hivoices to the 
Receiving Party after delivery or performance of fee logistic siqiport, supplies, and services. 
Both Parties shall provide for fee payment of all transactions and eacdi Party shall invoice fee 
ofeer Party at least once every 3 monfes for all transactions not previously invoiced. Invoices 
shall be ^compamed by necessary support documentation and shall be paid within 30^ days of 
fee date pr^ared. Payment shall be made in fee cuirency of fee Supplying Party or as ofemrise 
agreed in fee Order. In pridng a reimbursable transaction, fee Parties agree to fee following 
reciprocal pricing principles: 



(1) In fee case of specific acquisition by fee Supplying Party from its contractors 
on behalf of a Receiving Party, fee price shall be no less fevorable fean fee price charged fee

3. POCs for payments and collections for each Party are identified in annexes to this 
Agreement 

4. The price for logistic support, su^^Iies, and service under this Agreement shall not be 
higher than the price for the same logistic support, supplies, and services available under any 
other agreement between the Parties or their Govemm^ts, 

ARTICLE VI. WAIVED OR EXCLUDED COSTS 

Insofar as national laws and regulations permit, the Parties shall ensure that any readily 
identifiable duties, taxes, and similar charges are not imposed on activities conducted under this 
Agreement The Parties shall coopa^te to provide proper docomcaitation to maximize tax and 
customs relief The provisions of any applicable tax and customs relief agreements shall also 
apply xmder this Agreement. The Parties shall inform each other whether the price charged for 
logistic support suppli^, or services include taxes or duties. In determining whether duti^, 
taxes and similar charge ^ould be levied^ the pricing jninciples in Article V, and in particular 
Article V, paragraph 1, subparagraph c^ will govern the value of the support, supplies, or sovices 
provided by the Supplying Party. 



ARTICLE VIL SECURITY OF INFORMATION 

It is the intent of Ihe Parties that activitit^ under this Agreement and any Implementing 
Arrangements be carried out at the unclassified level. Unl^s specifically authorized by separate 
written agr^ment or arrangem^it, no classified information or material shall be provided or 
generated under this Agreemat or any Implanenting Arrangements. 

ARTICLE Vm- INTERPRETATION, AMENDMENTS, AND REVISION OF 

INFORMATION 

1 . Any disagreements regarding the interpretation or application of this Agrement any 
hnplanenting Arrangements, or transactions executed herewndcr shall be resolved throng 
consultation between ttxe Parties and shall not be refeited to any intanational tribunal or thiixi 
party for setttoent 

2. Either Party may, at any time, request amendment of this Agreement by giving the other 
Party written notice. In the event such a request is made, the Partis shall promptly rater mto 
negotiations. This Agreement may be amended only by written agreement between the Parties, 
Replacement of Annexes B fhrou^ I, which list POCs, may be done by a Party transmitting the

replacement aimex to the'other Party through military dhannels, wi&out formal amendment of 
this Agreement. 



ARTICLE DC ENTRY INTO FORCE AND TERMINATION 



This Agreement, which consists of a Preamble, Articles MX, and Annexes A through I, shall 
enter into force upon the date of the last signature. This Agreement shall remain in force unl^ 
tenninated by the mutual consCTt of the Parties or by either Party giving not less than 180 days 
notice in writing to the other Party of its intent to terminate. Notwiftstanding termination of this 
Agreement, all reimbursmimt obligations incurred pursuant to its terms shall remain binding on 
the responsible Party until satisfied.
